* NEW YORK; RECEIVES SALUTE 


LAREDO, July 22.—<.P)—General In connection with the slaying of 


Flutarco Ellas Calles, former pres- 
ident of Mexico, crossed Into the 
United States here at 9:30 a. m.. to- 
day, and after Inspecting a com- 
pany of soldiers from Fort Mc- 
Intosh and receiving a salute of 
21 guns boarded a train for New

crowd greeted -General Calles, who 
was accompanied by a number of 
friends, including Dr. Raseca Mad- 
TO, his physician. 
His party was met at the inter- 


national bridge by a delegation 
from the Laredo chamber of com- 
merce.* which extended to the gen- 
eral an invitation to have break- 
fast at Fort Mclntosh. 
He re- 


fused, saying his health would not 
permit acceptance, but that 
he 


would visit the fort on his return. 


General Calles said be would go 


to France from New York in an 
effort to regain his health. He add- 
ed that the length of his sojourn 
in that country would be govern- 
ed by the rapidity of his recovery 
He refused to discuss Internal af- 
fairs of his country. 
General Calles 
moved 
freely 


through Laredo and was extended 
every courtesy by the delegation 
and crowd that greeted him despite 
a threat made several months ago 
by former District Attorney John 
A. Vails, now a district judge, to 
bring the former president to trial 


two Mexican soldiers

ever come to Laredo. 
At the time of the threat Vails 


said he had "proof that Gen Obre- 
gon and Calles, acting 
together 


with other Mexican officials, enter- 
ed into a conspiracy to. kidnap and 
murder Gen. Luclo 
Blanco 
and 


Col. Aurelio Martinez." 
Vails said Obregon had escaped 


prosecution by his death, but re- 
garding Calles sajd: 
"But the

Calles and his fellow conspirators 
will remain pending in the fervent 
hope that some day they will be 
called to answer for their enormous 
crime at the bar of public justice in 
Webb county."

death of Border Patrol Inspector 
Ivan E. Scotten, slain from ambush 
by rum runners, may bring offi- 
cial recommendations that the pa-

Into this country at night, it ap- 
peared today. 
Stirred by the killing of Scotten, 


26, a former Texas athlete, who fell 
Saturday as the 15th border patrol- 
man slain in line of duty, H. O- 
Horseley, chief of the patrol. Indi- 
cated his official report of the af- 
fair would contain such results. 


Meanwhile, Horseley's men con- 


tinued to ride the rough mountain- 
ous trails hereabouts today, hoping 
to find the men they believe shot 
Scotten down from ambush after 
a previous brush with the rum run- 
ners by the same group of officers 
in which one of the former last his 
life. 


A third problem further harassed 


the government men assigned to 
this district, said to be the most 
hazardous In the service. The dis- 
covery of a Mexican's body sprawl- 
ed in the Mexican semi-desert near 
El Paso Saturday caused officials to 
believed a gang war between rival 
liquor hl-jackers Is under way.

Scotten perhaps never was able 


to draw his gun In the ambush. A

that his men were

"These men often 
fight among 


themselves and Is not unusual for 
them to join forces and turn on 
our men. This makes the problem 
of patrolling the border extremely 
hazardous and the patrols should 
bo Increased to such a size that our 
men would be able to handle such, 
a situation."

In August, say the company's en- 
gineers, Buenos Aires and other 
cities-of South America will

Paris, London and Berlin. 
In December, a similar service 


will be started between North and 
South America. These two events 
will round out the greatest year in 
the extraordinary history of I. T.

The house two years ago ratified 
the general agreement, under which 
all of France's war and post-war 
obligations to the United States are 
lumped tugether for payment ove.r 
a period of 62 years, bu the senate 
declined to act pending' French 
ratification and the! subsequent in- 
auguration of a new congress has 
nullified the approval voted at that 
time.
